Phosphoric acid 


To get 50 bushels corn to the acre, about 


plied in any such quantity as indicated by 
the figures just used, and he contends that 
the commercial fertilizers sold on the mar- 


reducing their producing power for this 


nitrogen as now used would be about 
$10.66 per acre. The speaker said that he 
had recently depended for his nitrogen 
upon his barnyard dressing. He gave his 
cattle cotton seed meal which is rich in this 
element. For applying fertilizers, about 
25 cents an acre will cover the expense, if 
some device be used which will spread 
about ten acres per day. Marking the 
ground will cost 25 cents i done by horse. 
Harrowing before planting will cost 25 
cents more totheacre. Planting and plant- 
ing over will amount to 40 cents. Then 
harrow with a light harrow every week for 
about three or four weeks, so that the 
whole cost of harrowing from the begin- 
a will amount to about $2. Thinning out 
will cost about 50 cents peracre. ‘Then 
the ground should be horse-hoed one way 
of the field one week, and crosswise the 
next week, for about four weeks. This 
with a light horse can be well done for 
about $2more. Next comesstocking. Fif- 
teen hills make a good stock, 14 cut and 
stood around the fifteenth hill which is left 
uncut. It should be tied twice. This 
stocking and cutting will cost about $3 per 
acre. For carting allow 50 cents per acre. 
Husking, cribbing and storing will cost $5. 
Now, valuing the land at $50 per acre, the 
interest and taxes will amount to $3. 

The entire footing will be $36.29. There 
will be about two tons of stover which at 
$10 per ton will leave $16.39 for the fifty 
bushels of corn, or only about 32 cents a 
bushel. So that in New England at the 
present prices of corn this cultivation pays 
a profit of just about fifty per cent. 

Following the lecture the discussion was 
continued by questions and otherwise till 
the close of the afternoon session. 

In the evening, the member of the Board 
from Waldo county read a paper on the 
‘Outlook for Farmers,” which was present- 
ed in his usual earnest and convincing man- 
ner, and which inspirers his hearers with 
confidence in what is stated. This was 
further discussed by L. H. Blossom of An- 
droscoggin, E. J. Gilkey of Franklin, of 
the Board, and by many farmers present, 
after which the rendering of an appropri- 
ate song by the choir in an admirable 
manner, and an exchange of courtesies, 
closed a profitable meeting. 

In no section of the State are the farmers 
more earnest to know of progressive 
methods in farming, and nowhere are the 
various organizations and the individual 
farmers more active in efforts designed to 
promote their interests. ‘This is a favorable 
condition to be found, and in time will 
work a marked influence.
